EDITORIAL 


AT atime when Soccer needs every second of 
air time and every: centimetre of newspaper 
Space, a man like Frank Arok is a priceless 
asset to the code. 

As coach of St George and manager of that 
club, and also as caretaker coach of Au- 
stralia’s national team, Arok is constantly 
being contacted by the media. He responds 
magnificently. Rarely does a sports writer 
leave emptry-handed after tapping Arok for a 
story. 

For that reason alone, we were surprised 
recently when Frank Arok had to take some 
pretty hefty criticism from his fellow coaches. 

Two in particular — Tommy Docherty.and 
Eddie Thomson — do not appear to be Arok 
fans. 

Writing in the Sydney Sunday Telegraph, 
Eddie Thomson got stuck into Arok in a big 
way, his main gripe being that Arok was 
making too many team changes in his squad 
to face England here next month. 

“Heaven forbid! Australian Soccer is not 
teady for another Rudi Gutendorf stage 
production,” wrote Eddie. 

Thomson, the man lined up to coach Au- 
stralia before the surprise switch to Arok, 
bluntly condemns the selection of players like 
Steve Perry and Gerardo Gomez ... even 
though Gomez is one of Thomson's own club 
players at Sydney City. 

Tommy Docherty is also on the “knock 
Arok” bandwaggon. Talking on his usual 2GB 
segment on Sydney radio, The Doc lashed out 
at Arok for quite different reasons. 

Docherty clearly thought Arok’s revolutio- 
nary scheme to refund gate money to dissatis- 
fied Soccer spectators was a great big joke. 

He made disparaging remarks about St 
George's match attendances, suggesting it 
wouldn't cost Saints anything to give the fans 
their money back. 

The Doc also commented that he didn't 
know how Frank Arok found time to do any 
coaching — so preoccupied was he with 
dreaming up gimmicks to gain publicity. 

It used to be said that in Soccer dog doesn’t 
eat dog. In other words, the strong fraternity 
among coaches, referees — even press men 
— precluded people in their own sphere from 
attacking each other. 

Eddie Thomson and Tommy Docherty have 
broken that unwritten rule. 

We don't think Arok will be too distressed: 
we do not think he will suddenly dry up and 
start handing the media the dreary “no com- 
ment” replies favoured by many other Soccer 
officials. 

Arok is a fully qualified journalist. He knows 
a story when he sees it. And he goes to great 
lengths to feed stories to the media when 
asked to do so. 

This makes Arok a precious jewel among 
coaches. If every club in the National League 
had a man of his perception, a coach with the 
. ability to communicate with the media with 
similar skill, the Soccer writer's task would be 
as easy as falling off a log. 

At the same time, all those officials of the 
round ball code who keep lamenting that 
Soccer does not get a fair go when it comes to 
publicity would suddenly find the sport being 
projected lavishly on TV, radio and in the 


papers. 

Itis, indeed, strange that a man like Tommy 
Docherty should criticize Arok for gimmickry. 
Nobody in the world is better than The Doc at 
dreaming up outlandish, yet extremely news- 
worthy, stories. Docherty should be appiaud- 
ing Arok — not chastising him.

TO people who know any- 
thing about Australian 
Soccer it must be obvious 
that the future of the 
game in this country lies 
not in it becoming 
Americanised or Anglos- 
ised, but rather becoming 
Australian, 

The failure of the Na- 
tional Soccer League to 
achieve this has indeed 
been monumental. 

Australia claims to be a 
multi-cultural society 
Soccer's governing bodies 
refuse to allow teams to 
use their original names. 
These teams now have to 
be called Strikers, Slic- 
kers and Gladiators: very 
impressive, I'm sure, but 
hardly in line with Aus- 
tralian Soccer's past. 

We have our own tradi- 
tions and do not need to 
borrow anyone elses. 
People claim that such 
name changes will de- 
crease the ethnic influ- 
ences in the game and 
bring the thousands of 
hidden soccer fans out to 
support their local team.
